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For while, Raymond 
put Graf to the test

Across the net was Steffi Graf, the 
world’s No. 1 women’s tennis player. 

Until late in the second set of the Path- 
mark Classic final, her opponent, Lisa Ray¬ 
mond, had blocked out who she was facing. 
Raymond, from Wayne, had won the first 
set, 6-4, and was leading the second set, 4-3. 
Hold serve now and Raymond would be on 
the verge of the biggest upset of her short 
pro career. 

“I started thinking too much and real¬ 
ized I had a chance to beat the No. 1 player 
in the world,” the 54th-ranked Raymond 
said after Sunday’s match in Mahwah, N.J. 

For the first time in the match, Raymond 
dropped her serve (at love), and Graf seized 
the opening, taking the set, 6-4, and the third 
set, 6-1, of the exhibition tournament. 

Back home yesterday, Raymond acknowl¬ 
edged she was nervous before playing Graf 
for the first time. 

“I just wanted to make it a good show,” 
Raymond said. “But I broke her at 1-all, and 
I was playing really well.” 

Although disappointed, Raymond will 
use the loss to Graf as another stepping- 
stone. 

“I’ve never played against someone who 
hits her forehand the way she does,” the 
two-time NCAA singles champion at Flor¬ 
ida said. “Her forehand comes at you like a 
gun. She’s always attacking. She makes you 
feel like you’ve got to hit outright winners 
or the outside of the line to get it by her.” 

Raymond impressed Graf. 

“Lisa has a lot of skills and a very good 
forehand,” said Graf, a five-time Wimble¬ 
don and three-time U.S. Open champion. 
“She tries to come in and sometimes'makes 
mistakes. It’s just a matter of time before 
that changes.” 

Raymond’s only.other finals appearance 
this year was in Lucerne, Switzerland, in a 
pre-French Open tournament, where she 
lost to her doubles partner, Lindsay Daven¬ 
port. The towering California teenager has 
soared to the No. 6 ranking. 

During the Lucerne tournament, Ray¬ 
mond upset Maggie Maleeva (now No. 17). 
The match is mentioned in a July 25 New 
Yorker magazine feature about the tennis¬ 
playing Maleeva sisters.

Perry, a senior vice president for rac¬ 
quet sports with International Manage¬ 
ment Group (IMG), which represents Ca¬ 
priati, said the 1991 U.S. Open and 
Wimbledon semifinalist called her on 
Wednesday night. 


’‘She said, Tm ready to do it/ ” Perry 
said.

Capriati was arrested last May in Flor¬ 
ida on a misdemeanor charge of mari¬ 
juana possession. After she underwent a 
28-day rehabilitation program at Mount 
Sinai Medical Center in Miami, the Ca¬ 
priatis moved to California. 

When Capriati was just 13 she turned 
pro. Two years later, she became the 
youngest female semifinalist at Wimble¬ 
don and the U.S. Open.

_jgtate»Not even the news that Nor 
1 1 seed Steffi Graf had withdrawn 
, from the tournament yesterday 
morning was enough to noticeably 
darken the mood of tournament di¬ 
rector Barbara Perry, who an¬ 
nounced the 32-player draw at a 
noon press conference at the Phila¬ 
delphia Convention Center. 

For the benefit of anyone who 
may have been living under a rock 
for the last year, Capriati, once the 
1 No. 6-ranked player in the world as a 
j 15-year-old, dropped off the tour last 
j fall, overwhelmed by the pressures 
| of her multi-million dollar existence 
t on the pro circuit and yearning for 


the life of a normal adolescent. The 
18-year-old then launched into a 
downward spiral that ended in a 
drug rehabilitation clinic earlier this 
year. 

Capriati originally had planned 
her return for a tournament in Swit¬ 
zerland last month, but was forced 
to withdraw with a nagging groin 
injury. The Slims, which is operated 
by International Management Group 
— which employs Perry, who is Ca¬ 
priati's agent — turned into a per¬ 
fect fit, and Capriati made her deci¬ 
sion official on Thursday. She will 
most likely play Wednesday night, 
and drew No. 6 seed Anke Huber for 
her first-round match. 

“She called me (Thursday) and she 
sounded very excited to beiplaying 
in Philadelphia,” Perry said. 


Graf, on the other hand, had com¬ 
mitted early to the tournament and 
had already made hotel reserva¬ 
tions, according to Perry. But the 
German, who is ranked No. 1 in the 
world, notified Perry yesterday 
morning that she was withdrawing, 
citing the recurring back injury that 
dogged her through the end of the 
summer and into the fall. 

GRAF S WITHDRAWAL meant 
that the No. 1 seed will be Conchita 
Martinez, who defeated Graf in the 
championship match last year, 
breaking Grafs 44-match winning 
streak. The rest of the seeds, in or¬ 
der, are Mary Pierce; Lindsay Dav¬ 
enport; Gabriela Sabatini; Natalia 
Zvereva; Huber; Amy Frazier and 
Amanda Coetzer. 

Though Capriati will command 
most of the attention for as long as 
she stays alive in the tournament, 
she is not the only teenage phenom

enduring popularity with the public. 

Woodward said the company 
placed a special value on Capriati 
and the few others, including Mi¬ 
chael Chang, who “grew up playing 
Prince,” 

Meanwhile, Prince is also looking 
to an older generation of tennis 
stars, some of them no longer even 
on tour, to advertise their products. 
Prince recently signed Jimmy Con¬ 
nors, for example. 

Woodward said that recent inter¬ 
views with young people had re¬ 
vealed that many favored the stars 
of the 1970s and 1980s, a high-profile 
time for tennis, over some of the 
current players.
